U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service making 
lampricide applications in local creeks 


Between Oct. 19 and 28, 
US. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice personne] are applying 
lampricides to Horton, Por- 
ter, and Loeb creeks in 
Charlevoix County to kill 
sea lamprey larvae bur- 
rowed in the stream bottom. 
Each application will be 
complete in about 24-36 
hours. The application dates 
are tentative and may be 
changed based upon local 
weather or stream condi- 
tions near the time of treat- 
ment. 

Sea lamprey larvae live in 
certain Great Lakes tnbutar- 
ies and transform to para- 
sitic adults that migrate to 
the Great Lakes and kill 
fish. Failure to kill the far- 
vae in streams would result 
in significant damage to the 
Great Lakes fishery. In- 
fested tributaries must be 
treated every three to five 
years with lampricides to 
control sea lamprey popula- 
tions. 

The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and 
Health Canada Pest Man- 
agement Regulatory agency 
have reviewed human 
health and environmental 
safety data for lampricides 


$725,000 


and in 2003, concluded that 
the lampricides (Lampricid 
and Bayluscide) pose no 
unreasonable risk to the 
general population and the 
environment when applied 
at concentrations necessary 
to control larval sea lam- 
preys. However, as with any 
pesticide, the public is ad- 
vised to use discretion and 
minimize unnecessary ex- 
posure. Lampricides are se- 
lectively toxic to sea lam- 
preys, but a few fish. insect, 
and broadleaf plants are 
sensitive. Persons confining 
bait fish or other organisms 
in stream water are advised 
to use an alternate water 
source because lampricides 
may cause mortality among 
aquatic Organisms stressed 
by crowding and handling. 
Agricultural irrigation must 
be suspended for 24 hours, 
during and following treat- 
ment. 

Extensive preparations 
are required for a safe and 
effective stream treatment. 
Prior to treatment, person- 
ne] collect data on ste4m 
water chemistry and dis- 
charge. In addition, they 
may conduct on-site toxic- 
ity tests with lampricides

The Virginia McCune Performing Arts Series 
continues when Marcus Belgrave brings Detroit's 
New Orleans Connection to the Boyne City High 
School Auditorium on Friday and Saturday, Nov. 5 
and 6. Performances begin at 8 p.m. each evening. 

Music for Marcus and Charlie’s Detroit’s New 
Orleans Connection ts drawn from the rich tradition 
and wide-ranging sources of material for a reper- 
toire common to many New Orleans jazz perform- 
ers. There are tunes specific to that city, composed 
in celebration of all it has to offer, like “Do You 
Know What It Means? (To Miss New Orleans),” 
“Bourbon Street Parade,” “South Rampart Street 


Parade 


” and ‘“The Basin Street Blues.” 


Other tunes are drawn from the classic American 
songbook styles and composers such as “I Can’t 
Give You Anything But Love,” “I’m Going to Sit 
Right Down (And Write Myself a Letter),” and 


“When You’re Smiling.” 


The New Orleans tradition 


of gospel and the post-funeral celebration are 
included, with such standards as “Just A Closer 
Walk with Thee” and “Oh!

All these tunes and more offer Marcus and 
Charlie the opportunity for swinging and spontane- 
ous improvising. Rather than sticking to any set 
routines in the band, their approach is for more 
free-wheeling interpretations.
